he would caft bim out, whereupon I apprehended that Devill alſo 
to beejeRed ; after which, as 1 lay io.my bed, all the members of 
my body fell a working, as it the pangs of death had been upon me, 
the powertelling me,thar it was the pangs of the neW birth, and that 
Chrift was neW born in me, with which I was ſomewhat ſatisfied, 
lying in that condition a whole day; in which time the power per- 
. ſwaded me , that 1 ſhould Work Wonders, and caſt out devils in bis © 
name: ſoon #fter two Quakers came to me,viz, Geo, Bayley,and ?. 
Braban,whom I told that I had two devils caſt out of me,but now 
Chrift was in me for a truthzthen the power(pretending tobeChriſt) 
ſaid theſe words, [was croWned with a Crown of thoynes, but I will 
crown thee With a crown of glory,and bad me (as a figure thereof)zo 
ſet my fiſt upon m ? head, and it ſhould appear to the ftanders by as a 


gloriow crown,though I ſaw nothing my ſelf, which having a, net 
{pake to the ſtanders by ſaying , what do you ſee? whereunto they 


gave 
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gave me no anſwer (being Quites) but turned their eyes another 
way, the power telling me, that they ſaw the crown upcn my head; 
but were ſo firucken with admiration,that they could not expreſſe + 
what they [aW; immediately the power bad me tell one of the Qua- 
kers then preſent,that he had a dr vil in bim, and that Iſpould have 
power to caſt him out ; whereupon 1 ſaid to him, G. thou haſt a de- 
vil Within rhee , the power to!d me he ſhould quake and tremble, 
which immediatly he did; the power bad me {peak to him to fall 
ftat upon the ground,which he did,and after a little ſpace roſe again, 
and I asked him whether the dev: were gone out of bim (having 
been before perſwaded by the power that I ſhould caſt him out) to + 
which he gave me no anſwer , but the power told me that the 
Devil was «jetted. I was told alſo by the ſame power who ( of 
thoſe that came to ſee me) had: devils and who net ;, and that my 
Wife,and my Mother had devils in them, but I had poWcr given 
me tocaſt them out, After this , beginning again to queſtion whe- 


* therthis were Chriſt or not , 1 fell into great fear and doubting, as 


formerly ; whereupon the devill diſcovered himſclf to be the de- 
vill, and told me, that all this while 1 bad been ſerving him”, 
and blaſpheming God, and that it Was neW too late to repent, 
whereupon I was brought into deſpair for a time, thinking eve 
thing which T either heard or ſaw, to be the Devill come to fer 
me away : one while I thought that I ſhould be taken away in a 
flame of fire , or elſe that the earth would ſwallow me up quick $ 
whereupon I cailed my Wife, and deſired her to bring up my Chit 
dren in the fear of -God, for the devill would fetch me away, my 
ſelf Qill-thinking that he was drawing me out-of the bed ; thus 
I apprehended my ſelf wholly underthe power of the devill, and 
had no power to recover my ſelf out of that ſad condition. At laſt 
I began (having been fo long deluded) to defiſt from hearkning to 
the voice withia me, and apply my felf anto God,in and through 
Chriſt , for deliverance from the power of Satan , knowing that 
God was able to deliver me, though I were fo farre involved in. 
the ſnare of the devill ; thereupon my faith was in ſome meaſure 
raiſed to beleeve that God would deliver me: whereupon I was 
preſently in a great agonie, and did ſweat extreamly, in which 
condition I continued all night, but was ſomewhat more' chear- 
full in the morning , eſtzeming my ſelf in ſome meaſure reſcued 
from the power of the Devill : yet haying not reſolved, as yet 
| B 3 finally 
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finally to-deſert that way, I was ſoon again aſſaulted by the ſame . 
power, telling me, that now the devil was finally caſt out of me, 
and that the room Within me muſt not be left empty, but thas 
Chriſt muſt come and have the whole, and ſole poſſeſſion , or elſe | 
Satan wonld return axd re-enter With ſeven other Devils worſe 
then himſelf, telling me withall , that he Was CuRisrT, and 
ſolliciting me toentertain and imbrace him as he had done former- 
ly +, I :clilted the (ugg-ſtions of this power for a time, having bin 
ſo often deluded 3 whereupon as a motive to periwade me to en. 
tertain it, hereprcſented ro my memory all, or moſt of the remark- 
. able paſlages of my life,both in England and Scorlandgtold me how 
long I ſhould live, _ viz. ten years, and where I ſhould die, viz. at 
Londen, and that I had a weak body , but he would {trengthen jt, 
and thcreupon cauſed me to rub my body all over with my hands,at 
Which inſtant 1 conceived uy body to receive ſtrength , and the 
members thereof to be more in ſubſtance then before ; with di- 
yerle other paſſages , promiſing me proſperity.in the World , atid 4 
{peaking theſs words to me, fohn 4. 29. Behold a man that 
hath told thee all. things that ever thow d1dſt, 1s not this Chriſt ? 
whereppon I was at lalt per{waded to imbrace this power, think- 
ng that it was Chriſt indeed ; whereupon I was preſently ſen-' 
fible of a workivg throvghout wy whole body, which ſoon ceaf(- 
ed, and then I thought that my condition was good, and Chriſt 
tobe realy in me : afterwards this power told megthat I had high» 
ly off. ndcd God in all my former paſſages, in giving way to Sa- 
tan, and that I was guilty of ll {ins except that againſt che holy 
Ghoſt, but told we, that I did it ignorantly, and therefore he had 
pity on me; I was further per ſwaded by tlie ſame power , that T 
ſhould |y.({-emiogly) dead, which I did, not diring toltirre , till 
the, pow<r moved me. Lying thus a while;the power began firſt to 
move one of my l:gs,and then the other,after that my hands,&then 
my.hea4,n4 at laſt my whole bo{y ; cauſing me to fit up in my bed, 
And telling me, thag thus (hoy!d my body be quickned and raiſed up 4- 
,gain at tbe laſt da): then the power told megthat 7 muſt pull off my 
ſhirt,and my cap, and the napkin which I had about my nech,1aying, 
that what ſ vever was about me Was polluted, that he hated the gar 
went {potted With the fl-ſb; whereupon I pull'd them off, and threw 
them on the ground, uttering the ſame words , that I bated the 
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bonds were broken , aud my cords looſened , and that Chrift had 
ſet me free: whereupon calling for a clean ſhirt, and other lin- 

neo , Iaroſe, conclnding my (cif to be in a good condition x yet 
| finding my (clt being up no better, nor my body more ſtrength- 

ned, but rather weakned, I beganto ſee that I had been deluded 
in this laſt buſin«fl: 2s formerly ; whereupon I was ſtrock:n with 
fear, and walking into the Garden, Lthought one white that the 
Devill would pull me jntothe earth, and another while that he 
would pull me iatotheair, ſo thit L was afraid to continue a- 
broad, and came againinto the houſe, and ſuſpeted every thing 
that I heard to be the D:vill waiting to fe:ch me away ; being in 
this perplexity of ſoul , I began to conſider how 2rievouſly' I had 
off.nded God in rejecting the ule of ail exiernall means , as read- 
ing , hcaring, prayer, Cc. in the uſe wherot God hath com- 
manded us to wait upon him , aod therefore that it was moſt juſt 
with him to leave me to my ſelf, and to give me over to (trong de- 
- =» Jufion, that Þ ſhould beleeve lies, which was my condition tor a 
rime, by the juſt jadgement of God upon m2, as for other provo- 
cations; ſo c{5ccially for rejecting the revealed will of Godin his 
Word, and kearkning only to a voice withio me ;- becauſe what - 
was ſpoken by it , was ſcconded by lying Wonders, of which 
God hath givea notice in his Word , that L his people might not 
give credit to them, nor be deluded by ther, I hope the Readcr 
will ſo far give. heed to what haverelatedi concerning my elf, as | 
tolexrn thereby to take heed of being impoſed apon by the Devil; 
though he doth transform himſelf into an angell of light ; which 
advantage if any reap by it , I have my end-; it hath been no ſmall 
burthen to my conſcience ( fince Gods gracious deliverance 'of 
me from this ſnare, that 1 ſhould fo farre gratifie the grand Ad- 
verſarie , as not onely to liſten to his ſugeſtions, and imbrace his 
voice for the voice. of Chriſt, but alſo wholly to negle& thoſe 
means , inthe conſtant and conſcientious. uſe whereot God hath 
promiſed to reveal himſelf uato his people , and to give in com- 
fort to them , which becauſe I found not ( though through my 
own default )-I'did in efftet fay, why ſhould I wais for the Lord 
any longer ? and fo turned unto lying vanities. Oh, that all who 
fe novelties , woald (erioufly conſider of it, and take warning 
by itz for Turpin ejicitur quam non admittitur.It is eafjer to with=- 
ſtand the devill at his firſt aſſault, then to cxpell him being once 
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adiniited'; Many beſides wy ſelf, have bin, and are inthe 1\ke'con- 
diti6n i but: few or none to whom the Lord hath manifelfed his 
Grace i-ſuch a mannef as to my ſeit :- I had before this made this 
k70owa, to the world , had I had tranquillity of Conſcience, and 
compoſure of ſpirit , which bleſſing the Lord having in his grace 
reſtored to me , 1dclire the Chriſtian Reader to joyn with me in 
"returning praiſes unto the Lord for his goodnefle towards me : I 
reſt tully perſwaded, and.I think it doth evideatly appear (by what 
is. mcntioned in this Relation) to perſons uoprejudiced , that my 
Quzking and Trembling was of the devill, that T was ated wholly 
and4olely.by him whilſt in this condition, and I do really beleeve 
that others 11 the lixe condition which I was then in, 'would be of 
the ſame mind with me,upon ſerious tryall of their condition by the 
riaciples of Chriſtian Religion, and ſanRifizd Reaſon ; lealt the 
trangeneſle of ſome paſſages in this Relation, ſhould pur the. faith 
of any one upon the rack, or make them queſtion the truth thereof ; 
L have not onely giventeſtimony myſelf of it, by ſubſcribing my - 
Name, but allo procured feverall perſons of known fidelity living 
n,orneer.
